tions for leases filed by the St. Law- 
rence Valley Power Corporation (Fron- 
tier Corporation) and the American 
Guper-Power Corporation. Mr. Finch 
recommends that the licenses be lim- 


ited to fifty years’ duration, at the 


end of which time the property would 
revert to the State, in the meantime 
the State to have full authority over 
rates charged for electric power.

GRATITUDE ENOUGH FOR HIM 


Although He Is Not Wealthy, He 
Feels He Cannot Accept— 
His Work Signal Success. 


BUDAPEST, June 29 (#).—Jeremiah 
Smith, Boston economist, who recently 
completed his work of reorganizing 
Hungary’s finances, today presented 
his salary of $100,000 for his two years’ 
work to the Hungarian people: The 
Boston financial expert told’ Premier 
Bethlen that the friendship. and appre- 
clation of the H ian pe were 
all that -he wished for his service. 

When Mr. Smith called on Premier 
Bethlen to take final leave, Count 
Bethlen handed him a check for $100,- 
000, representing two years’ galary as 
League supervisor of Hungary's 
finances. i 

“Give it to charity,” said the Amer- 
ican; as he handed the check back to 
the astonished Prime Minister. ‘‘Your 
poor need it more than I do.” 

“But it ts your. compensation, for your 
two years’ service to us,’ argued 
Count Bethlen. 

'“The only compensation I desire for 
my work is the appreciation and 
friendship of the Hungarian people,”’ 
answered Mr. Smith, who, although by 


no means wealthy himself, felt that he 


could not conscientiously accept even 
his ‘salary from a people in such strait- 
ened circumstances as the Hungarians. 

“But the vouchers already have been 
issued by the State and their entry 
cannot be altered in the Treasury 
books,”” persisted Count Bethlen. 

“Then re-enter it in your books as a 
gift from the American people to the 
people of Hungary,” Mr. Smith re- 
joined, declining definitely to accept 
the money. , 

Not only has Mr. Smith refused any 
salary from the Hungarian Govern- 
ment, but he has declined to accept 
any part of his living expenses at 
Budapest during his two years’ stay 
there. 

When Count Bethlen suggested that 

the Hungarian Government would like 
to honor him with a high decoration, 
the Boston lawyer answered: 
“If you do, then I shall never for- 
give you. Your friendship and grati- 
tude are more precious to me than any 
decoration." a 


When Jeremiah Smith was appointed 
League of Nations Financial Commis- 
sioner for Hungary he predicted that 
Hungary would be _ self-supporting 
within two years. His work was so 
successful that on June 5 of this year 
he was able to report to the League 
that Hungary’s finances were in an 
excellent condition. The League com- 
mittee decided on June 8 to grant his 
request that he be relieved of his post. 

Only a week ago the Hungarian Par- 
lament hailed him as the savior: of 
their country.

ROME, June 29.—Evidently preoccu-

The Cabinet’s action is in line with 
the campaign which has beén waged 
for about two months by the Fascist 
Party to induce Italian consumers to 
buy whenever possible nothing but ar- 
ticles produced.in this country.. Vague 
hints were thrown out that unless this 
admonition were followed voluntarily 
measures would be adopted to enforce 
it by compulsion, but nobody. expected 
anything so sweeping or so sudden, 

The official communiqué says the 
Cabinet, after examining Italy's eco- 
nomic situation, decided to adopt the 
series of measures intended to in- 
crease certain Italian productions, 
limit their cost, reduce the cost of 
certain raw materials necessary for 
Italian production and reduce the con- 
sumption of certain luxury articles, 
With these aims in view, it was de- 
cided to prohibit in principle from 
July, 1926, to June 30, 1927, all luxury 
building, especially of private villas 
and isolated private houses. All build- 
ing activity during the next year must 
be concentrated on works of public 
utility and -dwellings for workmen, 
peasants and the middle bourgeoisie, 
The communiqué further stipulates 
that from July 1 the opening of any 
new bars, saloons, cafés or night re- 
sorts shall be prohibited and that from 
the same date no newspapers shall be 
allowed to be printed with more than 
six pages at one time nor any increase 
in the size of the pages nor the pub- 
lication of any supplements, except of 
a techinita! nature. From Nov. 1 the 
mixture of gasoline with alcohol shall 
be adopted. ‘The surplus of unexport- 
ed wine it is suggested may be used 
for this purpose. It is ‘also provided 
that from July 1 till new orders are is- 
sued all employers shall be authorized

Assistant United States Attorney 
William Rosenzweig, in Brooklyn, who 
has just completed a preliminary in 
vestigation of illegal liquor traffic in 
drug stores, told newspaper men yes- 
terday that, since 1923 druggists had 
been selling millions of pints of liquor 
illegally and escaping criminal prose- 
cution through revocation of their per- 
mits and paying small “assessments” 
fixed by Prohibition Department 
judges.

Mr. Rosenzweig declared that rarely, 
if ever, were the assessments paid in 
full, but were generally ‘‘compromised 
out of court, for a comparative trifle.”

The rest 
of the wet votes came from New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Michigan, representing in large 
part the territory in which General 
Andrews, head of the prohibition unit, 
will open an intensive drive as soon 
as funds carried by the bill are avail- 
able for the creation of alcohol and 
beer squads and a corps of ‘under 
cover’? men. 

Color was added to the debate by a 
speech by Representative Gallivan of 

assachusetts, a wet Democrat, who 
attacked General Andrews, declaring 
that the personnel of the prohibition 
unit was made up in large part of 
“crooks,” ‘“jailbirds’” and ‘“under- 
cover’? men, the latter heing described 
as ‘“‘the stool-pigeons de luxe of the 
Anti-Saloon League.” i 

Representatives Boylan and La- 
Guardia of New York took a hand in 
the mélée, the former offering a mo- 
tion to strike oyt the appropriation for 
dry law enforcement, the latter ask- 
ing that it be increased from the 
amount fixed by the bill to $102,686,760. 
Mr. LaGuardia insisted that the sum

fields by a vote of* 355 to 163. 

This means that peace in Britain’s 
. great coal dispute is brought a step 
nearer, though even the most optimis- 
tic admit that the passage of the 
eight-hour bill is at best a temporary 
makeshift measure, leaving the basic 
points under dispute to be fought out 
in future battles between the rival 
armies of capital and labor. 

The hooliganism, which is becoming 
more and more characteristic of the 
formerly staid and respectable House 


of Commons, reared its head there 
again this afternoon. The solemn hall 
where Britain’s Parliament, convenes 
echoed and reechoed to the epithets 
“coward” and ‘“‘liar.” : 


The trouble was started by Colona} 


Lane-Fox, Secretary of the Mines e- 
partment, who spoke advocating the 
Government’s eight-hour measure. He 
remarked that the miners who thought 
of the welfare of their wives and chil- 
dren would not object to working an 
' extra hour. 


These words brought a hornet’s nest. 


about the Colonel’s ears. Two labor 
_ members, Messrs. Westwood and Kirk- 
wood, leaped to their feet livid with 
fury. The former shouted that Colonel 
Lane-Fox had insulted the father who 
had been locked out as a result of the 
coal strike. 


Called a Dastardly Coward. 


‘The dirty coward,” shouted Mr. 
Westwood, indicating~.Colonel Lane- 
Fox, ‘‘he says. that my.father does not 
want to defend my mother! He is a 
coward! He is a dastardly. coward.” 

Mr. Kirkwood joined his colleage in 
the attack on the Secretary of Mines, 
while the Speaker of the House inter- 
Posed in an attempt to restore order. 

Mr. Westwood tried to speak again, 
but his voice was drowned in angry 
shouts from the Ministerial benches. 
Finally, the Speaker calmed both the 
belligerent laborites, whereupon Col- 
onel Lane-Fox declared that if he had 
said anything offensive he certainly 
withdrew it without any qualification 
whatever. 

“I have been in the House twenty 
years and I have never been accused 
of being offensive,’”’ he said. 

That brought him cheers, wherein 
many Labor members joined, and 
Messrs. Westwood and Kirkwood sub- 
sided into their seats. 


Wheatley Attacks the Bill. 


The principal speech against the 
Government Coal bill was made by 
Mr. Wheatley, one. of the leading 
Labor members of the Commons, who 
declared that it was bound to pro- 
@uce a further crop of social problems. 

“Germany having lost the war, we 
decided that the losers must pay, and 
to compel Germany to pay the Ger- 
man miners have -to work longer 
hours,” he said.

DENY STARVATION REPORTS, 


London Society Says Mine Children 
Are Well Fed. — 


LONDON, June 29 (#).—Stirred by a 
statement issued by the British Min- 
ers’ Relief Committee in New York, 
that the workers’ families were in des- 
perate straits and facing starvation, 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Children has made an. investiga- 
tion. 

Reports from numerous mining cen- 
tres say that the needs of children are 
being adequately met by various local 
authorities. In many places children 
are better fed than before the coal 
strike began, although there is some 
shortage in shoes and clothing.

DUGGAN OF FTO MARACA 
TO CONTINUE HIS FLIGHT 


Will Leave Island at Week-End 
_ With Plane Headed for 


Para, Brazil.

PARA, Brazil, June 29.—We leave 
this afternoon for Maraca Island, 
where our seaplane Buenos Aires rests 
in comfortable shelter from the un- 
friendly storms which have so inter- 
fered with our flight from New York 
to Buenos Aires. On Saturday morn- 
ing, weather permitting, we shall re- 
sume our flight, leaving Maraca early 
with the hope of covering the 300-odd 
miles to Para before noon. 

This will be our first stopping place 
on a new route which Captain Olivero 
and myself have mapped out. We 
propose refueling at the following 
places: Maranhao, Tutoya, Parahydra, 
Recife, Victoria, Rio de Janeiro, Santa 
Catharina, Rio Grande do Sul, and so 
home to Buenos Aires. We are anx- 
ious to. avoid flying over land, for the 
weather under the equator is very 
treacherous. Fishermen of Maraca tell 
us that we shall have to reckon with 
storms until the end of the lunar 
month. Thus, for a few more days, we 
must be prepared for unsettled con- 
ditions. 

As a matter of fact, our return here 


was caused by another violént storm. 
Last week, after resting from our re- 
cent sea adventures, we returned. to 
Maraca on the tug Pelorus. With the 
Buenos Aires revictualed we attempted 
to renew our flight, but a tremendous 
storm drove us back and the plane 
was in serious danger of emery 
Only the intrepid courage of the cap- 
tain and crew of the Pelorus saved it. 
At grave personal-risk they fought the 
storm and dragged the plane into the 
shelter where it is now awaiting our 
return. 

Thinking it advisable to obtain more 
gasoline that the tug had carried for 
us, we decided to return to Para.. We 
took the opportunity of relieving the 

lane of spare parts and of reserve 

‘ood supplies. This lightening of the 
load will insure easier starting and 
alighting.

WINS AFTER DEFEAT 


Commons Orders Further In- 
quiry Into Scandals in the 
Customs Department. 


KING CABINET IS CENSURED 


Report of Investigating Committee 
Is Accepted—Conservative Tem- 
porary Ministry Named. 


OTTAWA, June 30 (4).—The new 
Conservative Government of the Right 
Hon. Arthur Meighen early this morn- 
ing obtained a majority of twelve over 
the Opposition when the House of 
Commons rejected by a vote of 119 to 
107 a Liberal subamendment to the 
report of the commission which re- 
cently investigated the scandals in the 
Customs Service. ; 

This subamendment, moved by F. 
Rinfret, Liberal, called for the elimina- 
tion of censure of the Government of 


Mackenzie King, which resigned Mon- 
day, from a Government amendment 
to the report. 

After defeating the Liberal sub- 
amendment the House passed the 
Conservative amendment to the report 
of the commission, 119 to 108. 

On both ballots the: Progressives split 
evenly, ten voting with the Liberals. 

It was because of fear that this 
amendment would be passed that the 
Government of Mackenzie King re- 
signed on Monday. 


Further Inquiry Will Be Held. 


The vote means that the House of 
Commons has adopted the recommen- 
dation of the Customs Investigating 
Committee for improved administration 
of the Customs Department; that it 
has approved the censure of the King 
Administration and of the Hon. G. 
H. Boivin, former Minister of Cus- 
toms, who was accused of releasing 
without payment of excise tax a large 
quantity of denatured alcohol which 
was used for beverage purposes, most 
of it going into the United States, and 
that there shall be a further’ judicial 
investigation into the Customs admin- 
istration. 

The Ministry had been in office only 
a few hours yesterday when it suf- 
fered a technical defeat, which caused 
Liberal demands that it resign.

It char- 
acterized as “arbitrary” the resolution 
of Major Gen. William Lassiter, neu- 
tral Chairman of the commission,\ de- 
claring the plebiscite impossible be- 
cause of Chilean intimidation of Pe- 
ruvian voters, alleging such action was 
beyond the power of the commission 
and “‘hasty and illegal.’’ 

The Chilean Government further al- 
leges that the action of General Las- 
siter in bringing the plebiscitary pro- 
ceeding to an end is explained by the 
“imminent failure of the good offices 
of the Secretary of State,” which 
would have deprived General Lassiter’s 
resolution of the ‘‘severe judicial ap- 
pearance it should be clothed with, 
and would have given to it the charac- 
ter of a political measure grafted into 
the machinery for the execution of the 
arbitral award.” *‘ 

The reference to an “imminent fail- 
ure’ of the Washington parleys con- 
tained in the Chilean doctment issued 
today seemed to be in contradiction to 
the declaration made by the Chilean 
Government last week that the Wash- 
ington negotiations were proceeding 
“with some hope of attaining results”’ 
when they were broken off. 

Sefior Mathieu’s statement quoted

PARIS, June 29.—With 160 Deputies 
abstaining, Premier Aristide Briand 
today received a vote of ‘confidence in 
the Chamber for his tenth Cabinet. 
The vote was 290 to 130. 

The Right abstained, allegedly to 
await the Government’s declaration on 
its policy regarding. the Washington 
debt settlement, withholding its de- 
cision on the new Administration un- 
til Tuesday, when M. Caillaux will 
outline his financial plans. 

The abstention of the Right, which 
may yet cause the fall of M. Briand 
and his colleagues, was decided upon 
on condition that between now and 
next Tuesday no negotiations for for- 
eign loans be concluded and that’ no 
major decisions be taken which would 
infringe the right of parliamentary 
control. 


Debt Accord the Real Issue. 


Throughout the whole debate, which 
at times strung the deputies to the 
highest tension, the Washington debt 
accord was the real matter at jssue. 

The Government in its declaration, 
read by Premier Briand at the opening 
of the sitting, declared clearly and 
emphatically that, while it would sub- 
mit. the Mellon-Bérenger agreement 
for ratification, “it would in no case 
admit that even the slightest infringe- 


of the country.” 

It added that before ratification 
was asked there must be a settlement 
of the terms of repayment of the Brit- 
ish debt, so that the full labilities of 
the Treasury should be known. 

“Ratification of the whole of our for- 
eign debts cannot be carried out,’’ the 
declaration proceeded, “unless the 
Government is certain that it has at 
its disposal the means for the estab- 
lishment of'a money capable of with- 
standing without depreciation this ef- 
fort at liberation which is demanded 
of. it.’* 

In other words the ratification of the 
Washington debt settlement will de- 
pend first on an arrangement being 


concluded with Britain, and second on 
the establishment of conventidns be- 
tween the Bank of France, the Bank 
of England and the Federal Reserve 
Bank, all of which will enable’ a real 
stabilization of the franc on its pres- 
et depreciated basis to be made.

Text of the Ministerial Declaration. 


Prefaced by an appeal to Parliament 
to give the Government the full coop- 
eration and authority requisite to suc- 
cess, the Ministerial declaration con- 
tains the following essential passages: 

Budgetary equilibrium and the re- 
arrangement of taxation - will lose 
their effect if the constant agony of 
the Treasury continues to embarrass

ly faced. 

The Government does not hesitate, 
however, to declare that, in seeking 
to solve the difficulties of the Treas- 
ury, it will not countenance in any 
form, in any’ eventuality, in any 
manner, the slightest failure of the 
engagements of the State, which it 
holds sacred. 

Taking for its basis the plan of the 
experts, which in outline agrees with 
the general views of “the Govern- 
ment’s financial policy, it will, sub- 
mit such formulas, whic happear to 
it most appropriate, for the liquida- 
tion of the short-term engagements 
already: due and for re-establishing 
the Treasury in a position dictated 
by precept and practice. 

New Parity for Franc. 

We now arrive at the essential part 
of our program—stabilization’ of the 
money. The Government is firmly 
decided to pursue this to the end. 
The enormous waste of riches, which 
has been the price of the most ter- 
rible of the wars, the tremendous in- 
debtedness of the State which has 
followed,; Cannot find their inevitable 
counterweight except in an accepted 
reduction of the value of our mone- 
‘tary unit. 

We must stop the continuous weak- 
ening of the franc with a barrier of 
reasonable convertibility, and re-es- 
tablish on the basis of new but fixed 
parities the security of transactions 
and of contracts and the legitimate 
remuneration of work and capital. 

The Government is fully aware of 
all the difficulties of the problem. It 
expects to meet them with the con- 
fident collaboration of the bank of 
issue, whose independence will con- 
tinue to be scrupulously respected 
and whose credit must remain - 
tinct from that of the State. 

The Government recognizes that for 
the practical realization of this aim 
international help will not be unes- 
sential. But in no case will it admit 
even the slightest infringement to be 
made of the full sovereignty of the 
country. 

It recognizes that the settlement of 
interallied debts is one of the neces- 
sary. supports of * and wise sta- 
bilization. 

Thus, it is its urgent duty to enable

WALL STREET OPPOSES LOAN. 


Financiers Indisposed to Aid France 
Until Franc Flight Is Halted. 
The “flight of the franc’’ - must 
cease if America is again to render 
financial aid to France. This became 
known in Wall Street yesterday fol- 


lowing a report that Premier Briand 
had announced his country ‘would 
seel: another foreign loan. 

That France must give substantial 
evidence of fiscal reform before 
American dollars resume their flow 
to the republic has been common 
knowledge in financial circles. It was 
not until yesterday, however, that .

ciers would consider as evidence that | 
this reform was about to be put into 
effect. 

Such evidence would be provided .if 
France halted the ‘‘flight of the 
franc’ by. recalling the substaritial 
sums now deposited abroad ostensibly 
as ‘“‘trade balances,” it was learned. 

These ‘‘trade balances”’ are deposited 
in New York, London and Switzer- 
land. They are not held in the form 
of francs but in the currencies of the 
countries in which the balances are 
deposited, that is dollars, sterling or 


Swiss francs. 

Since they are deposited in foreign 
countries they escape the dangers of 
a French capital levy and also 
are, guaranteed against depreciation 
through the fail of the French franc. 
If they were returned to France, the 
inference would be that their owners 
had more confidence in the French 
fiscal outlook than they — seem 
to have at the ‘present ti!

They Vary Only One- Minute 
From His Time in Arrival:

IN. VIEW OF POLE TWO HOURS

Text of the Board’s Report. 


The report of the special committee 
appointed by the Board of Trustees of 
the National Geographic Society to ex- 
amine the records of Commander 
Byrd’s flight follows: 

The committee has examined the 
original records of Commander Byrd 
and found them to Kave been care- 
fully ard accurately kept. In the 
opinion of the committee, these rec- 
ords substantiate in every particular 
the claim of Commander. Byrd that 
on May 9, 1926, he reached the Nérth 
Pole by airplane, thus being the first 
‘person to reach the North Pole by 
aerial navigation. 

The committee has had as- 
sistance in the examination of the 
records'.from Hugh G. Mitchell, 
senior mathematician of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey; 
Henry G. Avers, chief mathematician 
of geodesy of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and Aibert H. Bumstead, 
chief cartographer of the National 
Geographic Society. 

These experienced calculators have 
verified all of Commander Byrd’s 
computations, devoting five consecu- 
tive days to the work; they have 
also critically examined the sextant 
used -by Commander Byrd. 

Their examination began at 10 A. 
M. on June 23 and was completed at 
5 P. M. on June 28. The results of 
“their examination are. attached to 
this report.

At 8 hours 58 minutes 55 seconds 
an observation of the altitude of the

Continuing his flight on the same 
course and at the speed of 74 miles 
per hour, which he had averaged 
since 8 hours 18 minutes, would 
bring Commander Byrd ‘close to the 
Pole in 3 minutes 49 seconds, mak- 
ing the probable time—of his arival 
at the Pole 9 hours 3 minutes Green- 
wich Civil Time.

Gaines, World War veteran and 
brother ‘of William: A. Gaines, a promi- 
nent Seattle politician, was arrested

Sylvia Gaines. 

The daughter, a graduate of Smith 
College, came to Seattle several 
months ago to live with her father, 
whom she had not ‘seen for sixteen 
years.. On June 17 her body was 
found in a Seattle park, the head bat- 
ttered by a stone. Since thten a search 
has been made for the murderer, which 
ended today when thhe father, protest- 
ing his innocence, was put in jail. 

Until she came to Seattle from 
Boston sveral months ago, Miss Gaines 
had not seen her father since. his first 
wife divorced him in Massachusettes. 
Gaines’s second wife went -to Cali- 
fornia for her health a month ago, and 
father and daughter lived alone here. 
On the night of the murder Miss

and the father was seen leaving a half 
hour later. Twelve hours later, the 


girl’s body was found two miles from 


the house. - 

The father, said tis have been shell- 
shocked, was hysterical when his 
daughter was -found, saying he had 
hunted »for her all night. Suspicion 
pointed to him, but he was allowed to 
go in custody of his brother, who is 
Chairman of the Kings County Board 
of Commissioners and a Republican 
leader.

LOS ANGELES, June 29 (#).—A light 
earthquake was felt along the South- 
ern California coast from Santa Bar- 
bara southward late today, on the an- 
niversary of the temblor that last 


-} year- wrecked the business district of 


Santa Barbara. 

A three-year-old child was crushed 
to death beneath a toppling chimney 
at Santa Barbara, where the shock 
apparently was the heaviest. 

The child, Colin Orr, was playing 
with other children at a home on Bath 
Street when killed. None of the other 
children was injured. The chimney 
is the only one known to have fallen. 

A street car was thrown from the 
tracks near the beach at Santa Bar- 
bara, while several telephones were 
disconnected. t 

Several ‘plate-glass windows were 
broken at Santa Barbara, and cracks 
in several buildings that had been re- 
paired since last year were reopened. 

No serious damage at any point in 
the zone of the earth disturbance had 
been reported tonight. 

The shock swung doors at Pasadena, 
swayed hanging electric light drops at 
Sante Monica and was felt in Los An- 
geles, where occtipants of office build-

The number of deaths is not yet 
known here. Police and doctors have 
been set to the area affected. 

No reports have been received from 
other places and it is feared that the 
damage there also is considerable. 
One report -received says that the 
earthquake was not volcanic, but true 
Seismic in character. 


Candia’s Loss 50,000,000 Drachmas. 


ATHENS, Greece, June 29 (#).—The 
total damage done by the earthquakes 
in the Candia district last Saturday 
is estimated at 50,000,000 drachmas. 
(The normal value of the drachma is 
about 19 cents.) 

Houses to the number of 120 were 
razed in Candia and 500 others were 
rendered unsafe through the earth 
shocks. Two thousand others had 
their walls cracked. . : 

One village was totally destroyed, 
but no lives were lost. No further 
shocks have been recorded. 


Earthquake Recorded at Fordham. 


An earthquake was recorded on the 
seismograph of Fordham University 
yesterday afternoon. The quake started 
at 3:22 o'clock and lasted for half an 
hour. It was of moderate intensity and 
study of the records indicated that it 
was approximately 3,000 miles away 
running in an east-west direction.

The two stage development would 
not flood as much property nor re- 
quire such extensive dykes and em- 
bankments to protect property as 
might be required in the one stage 
plan, and a better control of the 
river might be shown with two dams 
rather than one. 


Reviews Plans of Corporatioris. 


The first plans filed with this com~ 
mission were by the Louisville- 
Power Corporation and the St. Law- 
rence Transmission Company (both 
controlled bythe Frontier Corpora- 
tion). One dam was to be at Cat 
Island, near Louisville Landing, N. 


Y., and was designed to raise the 
water forty feet, with an installation 
of machinery in the power plant of 
1,200,000 horsepower, and the esti- 
mated cost was $136,030,700. The 
other dam was to be at Barnhart 
Island, near Cornwall, Ontario, and 
the water was to be raised forty 
feet and machinery capable of pro- 
ducing 1,200,000 horsepower was to 
be used, and the cost was estimated 
at $138,969,300. 

Considering these projects as a 
two-stage development, the total in- 
stall horsepower would be 2,400,- 
000 and the total -cost $275,000,000. - 
These estimates of horsepower in- 
stallation and cost were not accom- 
panied by full details describing how 
these amounts were determined. 
Later the St. Lawrence Transmis- 
sion Company, which had changed 
its mame to the St. Lawrence Valley 
‘Power Corporation, filed plans for a 
single stage development at Barn- 
hart Island to raise the water eighty- 
three feet and for power plants to- 
taling 2,100,000 horsepower at a total 
estimated cost of $237,151,603. ~ 

The original plans of the American 
Saper Power Corporation contem- 
plated a two-stage development with 
one dam at Ogden Island, near Mor- 
risburg, Ontario, raising the water 
twenty- —* feet and the other at 
Marnhart Island, raising the water 
fifty-four feet. The total machinery 
installation was 1,900,000 horsepower 
and the cost estimated at $211,500,000. 


Four Alternate Proposals. 


Subsequently the corporation filed 
plans and estimates of cost on four

Plan No. 1 is fora two-stage devel- 
opmient.

to express a preference for a single 
stage development. 

To ‘facilitate the development it 
would be wisdom for us to confef 
with our partners, the Province of 


. Ontario, the United States Govern- 


ment, the Canadian Government and 
the International Joint Commission 
and try to reach an amicable agree- 
ment as to just how this work may 
be carried forward. Without unity 
among all the interested parties, cer- 
—— we cannot look ahead to any 
or real accomplishment. 

The decision as to a single or two 
stage ‘development is not vital, it. 
being understood that there will. be 
proper safeguards to. protect the 
State. It is of paramount impor- 
tance that any licensee of the State 
accept the conditions ky te in a 
license, that he be fitted cae 
and erience and poanenntd of fi- 


dence and that of all ¢oncerned, 
fore we embark on this stupendous 
undertaking. Then, with due respect 
to the rights of all, we could work 
out a plan of development in accord 
with engineering and economic re- 
sponsibilities. 

The preparation of a license is of 
utmost importance. Every precaution 
must be set up, not only to preserve 
the rights of the people in the own- 
ership and control of this natural 
resource but to insure to them the 
benefits to which they are justly en- 
titled. We should not insist on re- 
quirements or commitments on the 
part of the licensee that will de- 
prive private capital and initiative a 


ment, which involves greater risks 
and calls for more engineering skill, 
financial and civic ddétermination 
than has ever been exacted in any 
similar public or private preposal. 

The New York State Power law 
is patterned after the Federal Water 
Power law and is framed to properly 
protect the people. It would be well, 
as we all know, to. amplify any pro- 
visions where such action is deemed 
proper in the interests of the State 
and to include such additional pro- 
visions as judgment may dictate to 
give to the State the fullest measure 
of protection. 


Urges 50-Year Limit on Licenses. 


“Some of thé outstanding provisions 
- which should be included in any 
license for the development on the 
St. Lawrence River follow: : 

1. The license cannot be for more 
than fifty years, and a definite term 
not’ to exceed three years should be 
fixed within which the licensee must 
obtain proper consents from the 
other Governmental agencies. Failure 
to obtain sucl# consents and actually 
begin construction within- that time 
should require by the State a re- 
newal of the, lidense. In the event

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AURDER-MITNESSES | 
SUDDENLY SILENT 


Death Threat of Cammora’Seen 
in Lapse of Two Memories 
During Brooklyn Trial. 


ONE WITNESS BRAVES IT 


Accuses “Tony the: Shoemaker’ of. 
Plotting 1916 Killings—Two Others 
to Face Perjury Charges. 


The Cammora death threat, the in 
dex finger drawn across the throat, is 
believed to have been made yesterday 
in the Brooklyn Supreme Court, for 
witnesses suddenly developed a sur- 
prising lack of memory. Paul Punzone, 
the keeper of a restaurant, at 252 
Myrtle Avenue, and “Buffalo Mike”’ 
Notaro, were two of the State’s wit- 
nesses in the trial before Justice Cal- 
laghan and a jury of Antonio Paretti, 


for the murder of .Charles Ubriacco 
and Nicholas Morello. They were shot 
to death at Johnson and Navy Streets, 
‘Brooklyn, on April 7, 1916. 

It-was in the restaurant that the 
prosecution asserts that many murders 
~were plotted. Punzone was called to the 
stand to testify against Paretti, who 
is known to the police as “Tony the 
Shoemaker.”” The restaurant keeper 
answered, “I cannot remember”’ to all 
questions asked him by. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney James I. Cuff. After 
repeating the reply several times, 
Justice Callaghan ordered him from 
the stand. He was taken into another 
room, and later was held in $25,000 
bail. His indictment will be asked on 
a charge.of perjury. 

Notaro was another who could not 
remember anything. connected with the 
case. He said: he.even forgot any of 
the testimony he gave against Pella- 
‘grino’ Morano in 1918, although his 
_testimony was read to him from the 
court records. He was sent back to 
jail, and will also be charged with per- 
jury. He is already under $10,000 
bail as a material witness. 

While upon the witness stand Notaro

“TI can’t remember,” was his reply to 
this question, as. it was to many oth- 
ers. Notaro could not remember ever 
having told that Morano was the head 
of the Camorra in the East. 

There was one Willing: witness who 
showed no sign of fear and who gave 
his testimony plainly. He was Al- 
phonse Sigroria. He went to Italy 
shortly after the killings, but recently 
returned to New York. Certainly, he 
said, he knew Tony the Shoemaker. 
He testified that the latter had a very 
active part in the killing of Ubriacco 
and Morello. 

“Pafetti,” he said, “‘told me at that 
time [September, 1916}: 
Morellos killed and I want 
the ‘job.’ I told him I co not do 
that, as Morello was a close personal 
friend of mine. . Paretti said: ‘If you 
don’t do it, we'll do.a job on you.’”’ 

The witness described meetings of 
gunmen in Coney Island. He was 
asked whether.,he was a member of the 

so-called Cohey Island gang, alleged to 
be affiliated with the Na Street 
gang, to the discredit of which the 
police place fifteen killings. 

“Sure,” replied Sigroria, pleasantly. 

‘He said details of the murders were 
thrashed out at several Coney Island 
restaurants. He testified that Paretti 
gave gunmen minute descriptions of 
the intended victims, so no mistake 
could be made. 

The trial will continue today.

BUFFALO, N. Y., June 29.—Action 
to hasten the extension of the Jewish 
agency to include the non-Zionists as 
well as Zionists in the upbuilding of 
Palestine as the Jewish homeland was 
taken in a resolution adopted at this 
afternoon’s session here of the con- 
vention of the Zionists organization of 
The resolution called upon the non- 


Zionists, @ group of prominent Amer-. 


ican Jews, headed by Louis Marshall, 
to conclude immediate negotiations for 
the extension of the Jewish agency, as 
provided in the Palestine mandate of 
the League of Nations. 

A long debate preceded the adoption 
of the resolution in which delegates 
charged that the Non-Zionist group 
had failed to show the proper interest 
in carrying through thé negotiations 
following the non-partisan conference 
of two years ago, when the movement 


for the upbuilding of ‘Palestine along | PUTPOSS® 


non-partisan lines to include all Amer- 
ican Jews, regardless of their Zionist 
affiliations, was first launched. 

The administration’s attitude that 
nothing should be done to handicap 
the completion ofthe negotiations 
when Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President 
of the World Zionist Organization 
comes to the United. States this Fall 
for that purpose, was finally approved 
by a large majority. 


Text of the Resolution. . 


Declaring that the Zionist organiza- 
tion of America gives full support to 
the action of the World Zionist Con- 


gress last year in authorizing Dr. 
Weizmann to take the necessary.steps 
for the creation of the Jewish agency 
in accordance with the terms of the 
mandate, the resolution states: 

“We deplore’ the inactivity and de- 
lays that have marked the negotia- 
tions in this country in spite of our 
earnest and persistent requests for ac- 
tion. We note the assurances made 
by organizations and persons not af- 
filiated with the Zionist organization 
that when the time for action came, 
such action would be forthcoming. We 
urge again upon these groups that 
such time for action has now arrived. 

“Accordingly we authorize and in- 
stract the National Executive Commit- 
tee to cooperate with Dr. Weizfhann 
for the purpose of arriving at an un- 
derstanding with such non-affiliated 
organizations and persons who have 
committed themselves to participation 
in such agency, and to take such other 
steps as may make possible the early 
extension of such agency.” 

‘proposal made: by David Remez, 
Palestine labor leader, atthe after- 
noom session that a loan $300.000,- 
000 be raised among the Jews of the 
world to settle 40,000 families on land 
now uncultivated in-Palestine during 
the next ten years was extensively 
discussed, with indications that the 
proposal would be taken up by the in- 
coming administration. ‘ 


750,000 Acres Available. 


Mr. Remez;: who is the head of the 
Palestine Jéwish Workman’s- Cooper- 
ative Association, declared that there 
are 750,000 acres of land in Palestine 


capable of extensive cultivation and 
development for agriculture and indus- 
try now lying idle. This land, the 
property of absentee Arab land owners, 
should be purchased, he said, because 
it ig necessary to upbuild the Jewish 
homeland. -, 

According to his program the $300,- 
000,000 loan,-swwhich the Jew settlers 
themselves would repay within fifty 
years, through ti: productive oppor- 
tunity afforded t.em, would provide 
the following: 

Purchase_of 750,000 undeveloped acres 
for- $60,000,000 ; .$40,000,000. for improve- 
ments and development’ of the land; 
$80,000,000 to settle the 40,000 families 
on the land; $100,000,000 to provide 
capital for a mortgage and a finance 





bank for loans to the settlers for build- 

and investment purposes; and 

,000,000 for other colonization 
items. : 

Palestine will have 400,000 additional 
Jewish settlers within the next ten 
years, he predicted. Its present Jewish 
population is 150,000, three times the 


veterans who fought in the Jewish 
Legion in the Holy Land under Lord 
Allenby will be settled in Palestine 
on a colony to be established by the 
Zionist Organization of America, the 
convention decided. A resolution was 
passed appropriating $265,000°for this 
and calling upon Britain to 
grant the land for the colony. 


Russian Project Is Condemned. 


The Russian colonization . project, 
sponsored by the Joint Distribution 
Committee in its $15,000,000 campaign 
for the relief of the destitute Jews in 
Eastern Europe, was condemned as a 
scheme designed to injure the Zionist 
movement for the colonization of Jews 
in Palestine, at the closing session of 
the convention tonight. ; 

A resolution adopted by a large vote 
declared: 

“This convention endorses the views 
expressed by the 
Zionist organization of America in his 
annual address to the convention with 
regard to the attempt which has been 
made, in public utterance and in or- 
ganized propaganda, to give to the 
agricultural relief measures for the 
Jews of Russia a significance tending 
to counteract the efforts of Zionists 
extending over a whole generation to 
mobilize the public sentiment of Jewry 
in favor of a Jewish homeland in 
Palestine.’ 

A substitute resolution introduced by 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver of Cleveland, 
couched in milder terms, was tabled 
by a vote of 102 to 42.

and getting less results than park com- 
missions in other cities. He explained 
to his guests ne had invited them to 
accompany him to let them see for

“The Iraq Government has a depart- 
ment of antiquities, which apparently 
confines itself to seizing for display in 
the Bagdad museum the choicest of 
the finds of American and British 
archaeologists, at such new sites as 
Ur of the Chaldees and Kish, It fotally 
neglects the preservation of one of the 
greatest archaeological treasures in all 
the world, the uncovered ruins of 
mighty Babylon, once ruler of the 
whole world.”’

WAITS 55 YEARS TO SUE 
FOR $100,000; GETS $46 


Newark Man Claiming Interest 
in Condemned Property Told 
He “Slept” Too Long. 











Because Charles A..McEuen, 84 years 
old, of Washington, D. C., waited 
fifty-five years to assert his rights 
concerning a piece of property in 
Newark, he is not entitled to $100,000 
which would have been his share, but 
instead will receive $46.85. 

That was the decision Vice Chancel- 
lor Backes made yesterday in the 
Chancery Court in Newark, in ruling 
how $479,550 which the City of Newark 
paid in condemnation proceedings for 
two buildings at Market and Washing- 
ton Streets should be distributed. The 
corner was condemned to provide for a 
widening of the intersection. 

In 1850 the property was owned by a 
Man named Leavitt. He gave a two- 
thirds interest to Charles H. Sherman, 
the other third going to McEuen. In 
1870 the property was sold by the city 
for an. unpaid sewer assessment of 
$178. It wag bought, McEuen declares, 
by John R. Weeks with money fur- 
nished by Sherman, the latter thus ac- 
quiring title to the property ‘for two 
hundred years. Shortly after McKuen 
learned of the sale and brought action, 
charging fraud. The Court at that 
time informed McEKuen that an action 
other than the one instituted was the 
only way in which recovery might be 
made. McEuen dropped the fight un- 
til last year, when the city decided to 
condemn the property. ‘ 

The decision yesterday said that Mc- 
Euen ‘“‘slept on his rights too long be-. 
fore asserting the fraud or equity he 
had, after he was fully apprised of his 
legal and equitable rights fifty-five 


years ago. The proofs in the case are |’ 


buried; the witnesses have all passed 
on—all but McEuen. Their tongues are 
stilled and his voice is too feeble to be 
heard.”’

The explosion of a bomb or a stick 
of dynamite in the dimly-lighted hall- 
way at 334 East Sixty-third Street, 
threw that neighborhood into an up- 
roar éarly yesterday morning.

The building is of brick construction 
and of the old type. Difficulty was 
experienced in getting famiilies into the 
street owing to poor lighting and nar- 
row halis. This, added to fear that 
the building was afire caused trouble 
within, while the excitement grew in 
the street owing to uncertainty of the 
cause of the explosion.

IS BASED ON ORIGIN THEORY 


Allocation of Immigrants Gives 83% 
lef 180,000 to the British, 
Representative Asserts. 


The Immigration act of 1924 con- 
ferred special privileges upon the de- 
scendants of American Tories, who op- 
posed the American Revolution and the 
efforts of Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison and Hamilton, Representative 
Emanuel Celler of the Tenth District, 
Brooklyn, declared yesterday in a 
statement. Mr. Celler added that he 
was sure the authors of the law did 
not expect this effect. 

“Commencing Jan. 1, 1927, the total 
number of immigrants allowable in this 
country is to. be 150,000,"". Mr. Celler 
said. ‘‘This number is ‘to be appor- 
tioned among the various countries ac- 
cording:to the national origin theory.”’ 

Explaining this theory Mr. Celler said 
that if throughout our history the Eng- 
lish people and their descendants gave 
‘a certain amount of population, arid the 
Germans and their descendants gave a 
portion, then the quotas from England 
and Germany would include such part 
of the population as the English stock 
and the an stock bear to our en- 
tire population. 

Mr. Celler declared that the English 
were predominant among the 2,600,000 
or 2,800,000 persons present in this 
country when the Revolution “began, 
and added that approximately one-third 
of these were Tories. He said that 
the new act was written in anger and 
fear, the result of religious and racial 
bias and after-war hysteria. 

“The English, because more numer- 

ous in 1776, are to have 83 per cent. 
of t the quota after 1927,’’ he continued. 
“J have no quarrel with England; it 
ig a great and noble country. I do 
uarrel with the silly national origin 
eory which one to England 83 —*

CANTON STRIKE PICKETS 
HAVE OWN.GOVERNMENT

‘CANTON, June 28 (4).—The shooting 
affray on the. Canton waterfront, in 
which Chinese pickets enforcing the. 
strike and boycott against the British 
colony of Hongkong, killed five. of 
their Countrymen and wounded another 
on Saturday, has emphasized the re- 
newed activities of the Canton strikers 
who have lived as virtually a state 
within .a state for more than @ year. 

The pickets fired into a group of 
Chinese who ‘were trying: to board a 
vessel: for Hongkong, which is forbid- 
den by thé strike regulations. .En- 
forcement, of these. regulations has 
brought on intermittent ‘warfare be- 
tween the pickets and smugglers in 
the waters around Canton. 

Shooting affairs and killings have 
been numerous; arrests and cargo 
seizures frequent. Some foreigners 
have been assaulted or otherwise mo- 
lested. Foreign gunboats in the Can- 
ton River keep close watch over for- 
eign vessels, playing” searchlights on 
them at night. 

The strikers, although : living under 
the ..Government of Canton, which 
claims entire independence of the nom- 
inal Government of China in Peking, 
are ruled directly by the Central Strike 
Committee and its highly elaborate or- 
ganization... At certain periods, at 
least, this organization has been a 
law unto itself, with its own police, 
courts and prisons. 

Last Summer, when anti-British 
feeling was at its height, the strikers 
came to Canton as a gigantic move- 
ment of protest agai “British im- 
perialism.”” The lead say 200,000 
persong are billeted in or around Can- 
ton, under the central committee’s

Negotiations to end the strike appear 
to have reached a deadlock. The 
strikers are said to-have demanded 
millions of dollars.

Will Raise Uproar Near School 
That Threatens Fish Pounds 
Near Asbary Park.

ASBURY PARK, N. J., June 29.—To 
prevent damage to fish pounds worth 
nearly $100,000. between Long Branch 
and Manasquan, Coast Guard crews 
will maintain a vigil tomorrow along 
the shore. They will try to keep the 
school of whales which has been play- 
ing off this section for the last few 
days from coming ashore. 

Late this afternoon only three of the 
whales, out og a school of twenty were 
left. They were sighted off Avon,

The Coast Guard ‘are to 
carry arms, but they are under ex- 
plicit instruction not to shoot either 
to kill or wound, but only to frighten 
the whales. The black whales are

Five Easterners Remain. 

Five players from the East, three 
from the’ Pacific Coast and one from 
the Southwest constitute the survivors 
of the fieid of eighty players from 
more than thirty colleges who started 
play yesterday. California is the only 
school that has two representatives 
left in the running. 

Bradshaw Harrison, Chandler’s team- 
mate; Cranston Holman of Stamford, 
runner-up last year; Clifford B: Marsh 
Jr. of Williams, Neil Sullivan of Le- 
high, John: Barr of Southérn Metho- 
dist, John F. Whitbeck of Harvard 
and John Van Ryn of Princeton are 
the seven out in the round before the 
semi-finals. 

Holman meets Marsh and Sullivan 
plays Barr in the upper half, while the 
winner of the Chandler-Colborn match 
faces Whitbeck and Van Ryn engages 
Harrison in the lower division.

declared the innings closed. 

The feature of the English first in- 
nings was the brilliant batting by Hen- 
dren, who scored 127 runs not. out. 
Jack Hobbs, called the “Babe Ruth of 
Cricket” because of his consistent hit- 
ting of centuries, stirred the spectators 
when he smashed out 119 runs before 
being caught out by Richardson on 
Macartney’s bowling.

- Doubtless if a Prime Minister 
with an unquestioned majority in Par- 
lament advised the Governor General 
to dissolve, he.would be bound to 
accede. But with Parliament and par- 
ties both in a state of flux, as it were, 
he would be cntitled, according to 
British practice, to see if some other 
man might not be able to form a Gov- 
ernment in order to vote supply and to 
carry on until the appeal to the coun- 
try was taken, 

From all indications the new Prime 
Minister, Mr. MsrcHen, intends to fol- 
low that course.

THE WATER-POWER REPORT. 

Hasty people, fond of jumping to 
conclusions, should be advised in read- 
ing the report of the State Engineer 
on hydroelectric development of the 
St. Lawrence River, to note his state- 
ment that the authorities of New 
York will have to “confer with our 
“partners, the Province of Ontario, 
“the United States Government, the 
“Canadian Government and the In- 
“ternational Joint Commission.” Each 
and all of them will have a word to 
say before anything can be done. They 
are the interested parties, without 
unity among whom, says the State 
Engineer, Mr. Fincy,. “certainly we 
“cannot -look ahead to any rapid or 
“ real: accomplishment.” 

This being the case, it is clear that 
no project of development can be 
rushed. The State Engineer favors 
giving a license, under severe regula- 
tion, to a private company, but points 
out that the licensee cannot go ahead 
without “proper consents from the 
other governmental agencies.” There 
will"thus be ample time for full dis- 
cussion and mature decision. The 
State Engineer thinks that under the 
existing law of New York State the 
Water Power Commission can devise 
a form of lease covering as many re- 
strictions and containing’ as many 
safeguards as the Federal Water. 
Power act. Nothing less should be 
admitted if the vast enterprise is to 
be entrusted to-private capital.’ The 
plan which Governor SMITH proposed, 
but which the Legislature would not 
accept, was a mixture of State owner- 
ship and private operation. What 
the State Engineer advocates is a 
method of leasing to private com- 
panies for fifty years, after which the 
property will be recoverable by the 
State, with the payment of adequate 
rentals and the maintenance of ef- 
fective supervision by the State.

BENEATH THE-COAL CRISIS. 

According to a phrase of the day, 
the strike situation in England is one 
‘more evidence of “the wreakdown of 
democracy.’’ But none know. better 
than the English of both factions 
that the real breakdown is in their 
once revered Constitution.. Everywhere 
basic in manufacture, coal is the life 
blood of British well-being. Yet 
through decades, and in plain view of 
all observers, the entire industry has 
drifted steadily into chaos, with 
power in the land sufficient to stay it: 
Except for the huge subsidy paid by 
the nation at large, 88 out of every 
100.tons in Scotland were produced at 
a léss, 90 in South Wales and 97 
in Durham.’ In Northumberland the 
entire product netted a loss. ’ Calam- 
itous from ‘the point of view of capital, 
the situation from the point of view of 
labor is tragic, the wagex at best being 
insufficient. Close study and enduring 
patience have not been lacking—nor 
public generosity,“*Yét' the culmination 
is a dogged obstixiacy ‘of both miners 
and: operators which for. two months 
has brought a creeping paralysis upon 
the nation’s industry. And no pow'r 
exists within the Constitution either to 
forestall: such a crisi:. or te set it to 
the right-about when it occurs.

As this has been. accomplished 
under the aegis of a dictator, it also 
is cited as evidence of a breakdown 
of democracy. But a phenomenon 
equally significant is the new spirit 
of submission to authority, the na- 
tional regeneration, which makes pos- 
sible a régime oforderly justice and 
intelligent control. In so far as Eng- 
lish democracy lacks such a spirit, it 
may be said to have broken down. 
But the true’ test will not come until 
the Constitution has been so enlarged 
as to give it effective expression.

The 
Frenchmen broke a record, a flight of 
2,520 miles, from Roosevelt Field 
to San Diego, in 26 hours and 
50*minutes, on May 2-3, 1923, made 
by Lieutenants Macreapy and KELLy, 
United States Army. Endurance fly- 
ing proves that on a measured course 
the human frame ‘can stand the monot- 
ony (there is no question about the 
machine) of going round three sides 
of a triangle, each thirty miles long, 
for a day and a half and more. Re- 
fueling in flight, Lieutenants Smirz 
and RIcHTER, United States Army, 
stayed in the air 37 hours, 15 minutes 
and 14.8 seconds at San Diego, Aug. 
27-28, 1923. But, on July 16, 1924, 
the French aviators CouPer and‘ 
DROUHIN remained in the air without 
refueling for 37 hours, 59 minutes and 
19 seconds over a circuit between 
Etampes and Chartres. 

Endurance flying of that kina is 
much less difficult than traveling 
across the United States or from Eu- 
rope to Asia. Perhaps the greatest of 
all non-stop flights was the passage 
of the Atlantic in June, 1918, by Cap- 
tain JoHN ALcocK and Lieutenant Ar- 
THUR WHITTEN Brown. The distance 
was 1,936 miles, but the weather was 
bad, “the plane continually running 
“into heavy fog which prevented the 
“taking of bearings.” Moreover,,. 
frozen sleet wrapped the plane in a 
coat of* ice for four hours. The 
time was 15 hours and 57 min- 
utes, and the rate of speed 117 miles 
an hour. No aviator: has since at- 
tempted such a non-stop flight, but 
during the Summer Captain: RENE 
FonckK proposes to fly in a big Sikor- 
sky plane from New York to Paris. 
A successful flight by the French ace 
would do more for Civilian aviation 
than an overland flight like that of 
the ARRACHART brothers.

‘This 
advice of the National Plant, Flower 
and Fruit Guild is as a suggested com- 
pline for a suburbanite, What better 
act of worship at the end of a day if 
one is fortunate enough to have the 
color and incense at hand? But the 
advice does -not end, with evening. 
When the morning shines (dum aurora 
fulget) carry what you can spare to 
the city—dewless and flowerless as 
Mount Gilboa under its doom—for 
“the aged couples, lonely ladies, sick 
“ mothers,’'wistful cripples and little 
“children.” These do not exhaust the 
categories of need, but they suffice to 
suggest the way in which one can 
Say one’s matins for the day in a lan- 
guage to bring joy. to the shut-ins ‘of 
the tenements and hospitals. 

During one year millions of these 
complines and matins were offered in 
500,000 bunches of flowers gathered 
from 1,500 gardens, not to speak of 
fruits and vegetables, plants, jellies 
‘and seeds. All one has to do, is. to 
leave the offerings at the railway sta- 
tions, where booths are provided for 
their reception and distribution, The 
local ‘appeal is to the towns in. Con- 
necticut, New Jersey and New York 
in daily contact with the Pennsylvania, 
Grand Central and Long Island Rail- 
way Stations and the portico of old St. 
Paul's, in lower Broadway in New 
York City, the Lackawanna Station in 
Hoboken and the Erie Station in Jer- 
sey City. Commuters are to be envied 
who have the satisfaction, not only of 
the companionship of flowers as King 
AMENHOTOP IV desired for himself

PAROLE AND PROCESS OF LAW. 

Prisoners at the bar are pleading 
guilty in their anxiety to break into 
Sing Sing. At midnight today the 
Goodrich parole law goes into effect. 
It prescribes a careful examination into 
the past life and record of all prisoners 
before’ granting parole. Hitherto the 
procedure of the State Parole Board 
could hardly be described as careful. 
Applications for parole, according to 
the General Secretary of the Prison 
Association, are handled’ at the rate of 
a dozen an hour. Several times in the 
last five years, it is charged, as-many 
as seventy cases have been disposed of 
in a three-bour session. Less than a 
week ago, under: pressure of public 
criticism, the Parole Board in session 
at Sing Sing is reported to have dealt 
with sixty cases in a six-hour session. 
If such methods are dohe away with 
under the new law it will be primarily 
because the parole agencies have come 
to recognize how seriously the whole 
system is threatened by an aroused 
Public opinion. 

The fault is not entirely nor even 
chiefly with such agencies: It is all 
too characteristic of the national tem- 
perament to enact a principle into law 
witt t providing sufficient means for 
its enforcement. Compared 
with the importance ‘of the parole sys- 
tem its operation has been amateur 
and baphazard. ‘In order to decide 
whether a prisoner in court shall go to

of the minimum sentence. In that} 
case we might as well abolish the inde- 
terminate sentence, In the Federal 
penitentiaries the generosity of parole 
boards is sufficiently broad. The Fed- 
@ral Parole Board at Leavenworth 
early this month granted 153 applica- 
tions for parole and rejected 313, 
Parole is a part of our criminal law 
system, though if operates without due 
process of law. Hysteric outcries about 
crime waves must not be allowed to 
bring sweeping condemnation of a 
method that was long in winning its 
way and which has the support of 
criminologists who are not faddists. 
Yet the best way to maintain the gen- 
eral principle is to preserve’ it from 
abuse. The problem is nation-wide. 
In Illinois two Grand Juries have re- 
cently charged: abuse of parole for 
political or more sordid reasons. In 
this city there has just been imposed 
upon a former municipal employe, 
found guilty of tampering with the 
milk supply, a five to ten years 
sentence. The men who five years 
from now will be called upon to decide 
whether a convict guilty of such a 
peculiarly pernicious felony should be 
let loose upon the community will be 
performing almost as important a duty 
as the jury which originally found the 
prisdner guilty. If that duty is to be 
faithfully discharged the work of the 
Parole Board must be more than a 
simple gesture. If parole boards are 
undermanned and underfinanced that 
mistake should be remedied, Defenders 
of parole admit its failures, but insist 
that the system has never been given 
a fair trial,

But Florida and North- 
ern outdoor sports now offer attrac- 
tions that compete seriously with the 
amusements,of New York during the 
Winter. Flying trips are often made 
to the city for important events, but 
then it is not worth while to open the 
house when hotels offer a comfortable 
substitute. Many families having Sum- 
mer homes to which they go regularly 
each. year spend more time at the 
seaside or in the mountains than they 
do in their nominal city residences.

In beauty of situation, where 
the Trent and Devon merge their 
waters, the English Newark has an 
advantage, and in its castle and 
churches it has treasures that cannot 
be found in the bustling city on the 
Passaic. Newark-on-Trent really goes 
back to the seventh century, when its 
site was granted to the Abbey of 
Peterborough. 

Thirty Puritans from Milford, Conn., 
settled Newark, N. J., in 1666. They 
bought almost all of what is now 
Essex County from the Indians for 
“fifty double hands of powder, one 
hundred bars of lead, twenty axes, ten 
guns, twenty, pistols, ten swords, fifty 
knives, 1,850 fathoms.of wampum, six 
ankers of liquor and three troopers’ 
coats.”

ABRAHAM Pierson, who came. from 
Newark-on-Trent, and in his honor the 
Puritan settlers changed the name of 
the place from Milford to Newark.

It seems to me, though, that chief 
among the various noises which make 
a quiet night’s rest impossible on this 
street are those of the fire engines, 
which seem to be incessant. There is 
an engine house in the next block and 
it would be interesting to count the 
number of times one is disturbed in 
any one night by the absolutely fiend- 
ish noises, the clanging of bells and 
blowing of whistles occasioned by 
these instruments of torture. 

Add to these the trying noise of the 
surface cars, the “ash-can chorus be- 
fore dawn,’’ the passing of the trains 
of the New York Central Railroad, and 
the unnecessary honking of the passing 
taxis at all hours of the day and night 
and the shouting of the passers-by and 
you will wonder how the inhabitants 
of this section manage to get any sleep 
atall. 

Annoying above” every other noize is 
that of the exhausts of the trucks, a 
penetrating, nerve-racking sound, 
which should not be permitted in any 
city under any circumstances whatso- 
ever. 

After having lived for fourteen 
menths in European cities, such as 
London and Paris, I decided that my 
native city leads all others in making 
the nights unbearablee My sympathy 
goes out to all who are obliged to live 
here.

TRENTON,’ N. J.,. June. 29.—The 
Democratic. State Convention, meeting 
m the Stacey-Trent :Hotel, required 
less than ‘twenty minutes today to 
ratify the planks tentatively drafted 

by its Resolutions Committee. . 

The platform stands for retention of 
the direct’ primary system, a change 
of the election date from June back 
to September, repeal of the several 
prohibition enactments, State and na- 
tional, and strengthening of the Cor- 
rupt Practices act. 

The primary plank reads: 

‘“‘We express our belief that the man- 
agers of the Republican Party, beecom- 
ing alarmed at the active interest in 
primary contests of the women, : who 
cannot be controlled, have determined 
to remove from the direct control of 
the voters the selection of party candi- 
dates and to this end propose to 
weaken. the present. direct primary 
system. To that proposal in whatever 
form it may appear we are opposed. 
We firmly stand. on the principle that 
the people should have the right to 
vote directly for party candidates.”’ 

The plank for strengthening the cor- 
rupt practices act was included on the 
advice of Democratic State Chairman 
Harry Hehr, who at the opening of 
the convention last week said the 
legal limit of campaign expenditures in 
State-wide political contests should 
be reduced from the present figure of 





$50,000. 

Other planks protest against Federal 
invasion of State rights; propose a 
bi-partisan. commission. to consider

and misery, due to the eagerness of 
employers to increase their profits pr 
the expense of the workers.”

GAS USED IN SUICIDE 
EXPLODES IN HOME 


Body of Hume Leland, Mortgage 
Broker, Is Found in His 
Wrecked Apartment. 


PARTNER CAN’T EXPLAIN ACT 


No Business Reverses, He Says— 
Note to Wife Tells Her to “Get 
Some Joy Out of Life.” 


Hume Leland, 35 years old, a partner 
in the real. estate mortgage firm of 
Quirilan & Leland at 31 Nassau Street, 
committed suicide yesterday afternoon 
by inhaling gas in his apartment at 39 
Hast Eighty-fifth Street. 

The body was found when an explo- 
sion of the accumulated gas blew out 
the window of the apartment on the 


glass and other débris on the heads 
of children. who had just been dis- 
missed from Public School 6 at 38 Bast 
Eighty-fifth Street. The children es- 
A tion wall sepa- 
rating Mr. Leland’s apartment from 
that of Mrs. Mathilda Petersen was 
blown down and plaster and furnish- 
ings were strewn about. 

Patrolmen who heard the losion 
came from a radius of several blocks. 
They broke in the door of Mr. Leland's 
apartment and found his body, clad 
in golf clothes, a 
kitchen, slumped over the stove. 
of a blanket was wrapped around his 


ed| head. It is thought that he used this 


to get the full effect of the gas. The 
pilot light, used to ignite the ~ of 
the stove, was still burning and is 
Heved to have caused the explosion. 

The patrolmen sent for an ambu- 
lance physician, Dr. Jacobs of Recep- 
tion Hospital, responding. Assistant 
Medical iner T. A. Gonzalez said 
that death had been caused by as- 
phyxiation rather than by burning or 
the explosion. 

Near the body were found two notes 
scrawled in ink. One was to his wife, 
Anna Grace, who recently moved to 
one for the Summer. The note 
said: 

‘Precious darling: You have been a 
wonderful wife, and I only hope that 
you will try and get some joy out of 
life. Please forgive me. With all my 
love, your devoted husband.” 

Another note said, ‘‘Notify. Thomas

Ham H. Quinlan, 31 Nassau Street; 
Vaughan Little, 80 Lafayette Street; 
Miss Carrie Leland, 45 West Eleventh 
Street.” 

Mr. Quinlan, whd was Mr. Leland’s 
partner in the mortgage firm, which 
knew of no motive for the suicide. The 
firm had done well, he id. but he 
had recently warned partner 
against working too hard. ee tte denied 
that Mr. Leland had suffered financia} 
reverses in stock trading.

Industrial Stocks Very Strong, 
Some Railway Shares Advance 
—Call Money 5%.

Without any relaxation of the 5 per 
cent. call money rate, prices were ad- 
vanced, yesterday rather emphatically 
on the Stock Exchange. On this oc- 
casion, the particular points of 
strength were the industrial shares on 
which the buying movement earlier in 
the month: converged; the railway 
shares, although some of them moved 
up again, showing more irregularity. 
Wall Street was naturally most im- 
pressed with the advance in United 
States Steel, which at one time had 
moved up 3% points over the previous 
day’s closing and had gone well above 
the previous high point of its history. 

In this stock, as.in a dozen or more 
other industrial shares whose prices 
rose 1 to 5 points, the propelling force 
was largely purchases by speculators 
for the decline. The advance also, 
however, reflected changing ideas of 
the financial and industrial position, 
based on the unquestionably favorable 
returns of production and trade at a 
time of year to which had been as- 
signed, in many earlier predictions, a 
distinct turn for the worse. The easy 
money situation, the sustained produc- 
tion in most of the important indus- 
tries without accumulation of unsold 
stocks of goods, the unexpectedly 
large increase in railway net earnings 
as compared with a year ago, are the 
main reasons for this change of atti- 
tude, and the promising outlook for the 
harvests has supplemented them. It 
does not follow that a responsive 
Stock Exchange movement will pro- 
ceed uninterruptedly; there are ad- 
mitted uncertainties which must still 
be taken into account in all prudent 
financial programs. But the Wall 
Street attitude is interesting.

The franc did not advance in response 
to yesterday’s declaration of policy, by 
the French Premier to the Deputies. 
Nevertheless, Briand’s official state- 
ment was in two respects a new and 
important step in the effort to halt 
the franc’s decline. It plainly and for- 
cibly announces the purpose of fixing 
gold redemption parity at a reduced 
yaluation, and it asserts the necessity 
of acting quickly. Hitherto Ministries 
have evaded or postponed such declara- 
tion. It will now -be possible to. deter- 
mine the attitude of the French people 
on the “devaluation’’ question. That 
the establishment of a new gold. parity 
for the currency and one-sixth or one, 
seventh the pre-war valuation will be 
partial repudiation, it. is impossible to 
deny. It is also undeniable that such 
a measure would officially place the 
gold value of the Government's out- 
standing domestic obligations at a 
lower, figure than was paid for a great 
part of them by the thrifty French in- 
vestor. That condition already. exists, 
however, in all respects except for the 
Government’s acquiescence in it, and 
events have compelled recognition of 
the fact. 

Briand’s intimation that efforts will 
be made to insure a large foreign loan 
in connection with ratification of the 
foreign debt agreement depends quite 
as much on the decision for a stabilized 
franc as on the intergovernmental 
debt settlement. In the Ministry’s pur- 
pose of a new gold-redemption parity 
is approved by the French legislature 
and carried into effect, foreign invest- 
ment markets would unquestionably 
be ready to take a French resumption 
loan. If the debt settlement is ratified, 
our State Department would favor 
such an operation. The steadiness with 
which the new gold parity on the Aus- 
trian currency has been maintained, 
despite industrial depression and an 
unfavorable foreign trade, is sufficient 
evidence of what would follow French 
return to gold redemption; especially 
when France has in its hand today not 
only a surplus of exports in its foreign, 
trade, but a very great volume of for- 
eign credits, an outcome of the ‘“‘flight 
of capital’? from France while the 
franc was falling.

He already has conferred with repre- 
sentatives of some of the companies.

Mr. Winter is defraying the expenses 
of his investigation with an appro- 
priation of $5,000 granted for this spe- 
cific purpose by the State Legislature. 
He probably will submit a report to 
the Legislature, pdssibly to seek Iegis- 
lation to remedy whatever evils he 
may uncover. 

The Special Deputy ‘attorney General 
said yesterday that his inquiry had not 
none Rectan sufficiently for him to)de- 
tide just what legislation is required, 
but that ‘he is convinced something 
should be done to protect the investing 
public. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Winter had a 
luncheon conference with representa- 
tives of real estate organizations, title. 
guaranty companies, insurance com- 
panies and other interests concerned in 
the investigation. The opinion ex- 
pressed at that conference, he said 
yesterday, was that certain evils -ex- 
isted and that steps should be taken 
to overcome them.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Trade at 
retail’ stores reporting to the Federal 
Reserve system was larger in May 
than in April, according to an an- 
nouncement by the Federal Reserve

time the Department of Commerce 
gave out statistics showing that the 
manufacturing output in May declined 
from the high record of April, but 
that: there was no Change, .however, 
from @ year ago. 

Sales of department stores, 5 and 10

Weather conditions were generally 
more favorable for Spring trade in 
May than in April, ‘and the growth in 
sales of seasonal merchandise was 
largely a result of this factor, accord- 
ing to reports to the Reserve Board. 

Compared with May a year ago, sales. 
were generally larger, phe for the five 
months ending in May, total sales of all 
the reporting stores were larger than 
for the corresponding period in any 
preceding year for which records are 
available. 


Gains by Department Stores.
